administer State

the State Controller the California 
State Board of Pharmacy spent $30,- 
456.62 in 1909-1910 in administering 
the State pharmacy act Not satisfied 
with this amount the State Board did 


not hesitate to introduce a bill (As- 


sembly Bill No. 755) asking for an ad- 
ditional annual appropriation of $10,- 
ooo to administer the poison act. We 


deem this demand on the part of the 


Board of Pharmacy somewhat unrea- 
sonable in consideration of the funds 
available for other State departments. 

We are in favor of a wise but not 
stingy or niggardly use of State funds 
and in order that funds may be wisely 
and carefully used the State officers 
whose right and privilege it is to ex- 
pend them must have the best interests 
of their constituency at heart.

every sentence. We quote the follow- 
ing from the introduction. | 
In chemical laboratories all over the 


country, knowledge of the wholesale adul- 


teration of medicinal preparations was very 
common. 


A great deal of this drug adulteration 


came to the attention of a young man who | 


found in it much cause for worry.

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cerned about the sick, the aged and 
the worthless drugs they were obliged 
to swallow and who came to the rescue 
of suffering humanity. Apparently Mr. 
Liggett had a hard time to find pure 
drugs and chemists competent to pre- 
pare the pure medicines. The crown- 
ing of the enterprise was the wonder- 
ful “meaningful” hybrid word “Rexall” 
(from rex, king and all). 


We are not convinced that the “Rex- 


all” preparations are bad or worthless, 
but we do know that the article in the 
Outlook is unwarranted, unjust, and is 
a base libel upon the use and signifi- 
cance of the term “pure drugs” as used 
in pharmacy and medicine, and in State 
and Federal pure drugs laws. It should 
be made a criminal offense to make 
such misuse of terms and to attempt 
to divert the public mind from a cor- 


comprehension of the subject 


“pure drugs.” 


JAPANESE 
PATENT 
MEDICINES 


The Japanese have 
proven to be the world’s 
best pupils in modernism. 
Some sixty or seventy 
years ago we were very anxious to 
“show them how.” They learned how 
quickly and they are now reaching 
ahead and are beginning to teach us 
how along many lines.

opinion that the 
Pacific Coast states are the dumping 
ground for the worthless drugs of East- 
ern drug dealers, at least this appears to 
be the case as far as crude drugs are con- 
cerned. Based upon the careful exam- 
ination of several thousand samples 
of crude and powdered vegetable drugs 
as they are found in the market of 
California, or for California, the per- 
centage of adulteration ranges from 
30 to 52. Some of the findings have 
been reported in the pages of the Pa- 
cific Pharmacist. 


Upon careful inquiry we find that. 


the percentages of adulteration of the 
same class of drugs in the states of 


the East and of the Middle West are. 


far less, ranging from 10 to 20 
per cent. 

How is this difference to’ be ac- 
counted for? Undoubtedly the dealer 
in the East reasons as follows: Cali- 
fornia or Colorado or Oregon, for ex- 
ample, is a long ways off. It is the 
wild and woolly West, where things 
are free and easy; where people really 
do not clearly distinguish between the 


“pure” and the “impure.” -I have some 
third class or very inferior drugs on 
my hands which I desire to dispose of 
at the highest price possible. I will 
ship them way out there where there 
are no laws. It is so far away that 
even should there be some one out 
there with sense enough to find out 
what rotton stuff I have sent him, he 
will keep it rather than return it, 


especially as he does not know that 


he can get anything better. I must 
keep my first quality goods for my 
nearer customers, for they live in a 
civilized community, and should they 


find out that I have shipped them 
some bad stuff they will jump on me 


at once. : 

Of course I may be wrong in this 
assumption, but more likely I am 
somewhere near the truth.

PHARMACEUTICAL LEGISLATION 
DRUG ADULTERATION 
IN WASHINGTON 


The following letter from Prof. 
Chas. W. Johnson, dean of the School 
of Pharmacy of the University of 
Washington, is of special interest: 
Dear Dr. Schneider—We had a bill 
before the last Legislature (just ad- 


drugs. 
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journed) of this State making college 
training a prerequisite for registration, 
but it was lost in committee. This 
was due to the fact that a druggist 
was a member of the House and on 
this committee. The State Board of 
Pharmacy as a whole is in favor of 
college training. The State Associa- 


tion, I would say, is luke warm. As 


a whole they would not work for it, 
neither would they oppose it to any 
great extent. One organization, called 
the “Registered Pharmacists of Ameri- 
ca,” composed of drug clerks located 
in and about Spokane, is actively in 
favor of it. I feel rather confident that 
we have made a beginning and that 
two years hence we have a fair chance 


of being successful. 


But very little work has been done 
in this State on adulteration of crude 
About 18 months ago I was 
made State chemist with the rather 
definite purpose of looking after the 
drug end of the State work. Several 
circumstances have worked against 
that, however, and so my time has been 
largely occupied with food analysis 
rather than drug analysis. During the 
past year we have examined about 
200 samples of U. S. P. preparations, — 
such as tinctures, syrups, spirits, etc., 
and find them remarkably free from 
adulteration. The inspector has in- 
structions to take up samples of the 
druggists’ own manufacture, but he 
reports that practically all materials 


that have assay processes in the U. S. 


P. are purchased from Eastern houses. 
My samples therefore have been large- 
ly of this kind and, as mentioned 
above, are of very good quality. I 
hope within a few months to take up 
the crude drug question, but at pres- 
ent I have no data on the subject. 
I doubt not but what we will find the ; 


same kind of material here as you do 


in California. Very truly yours,

THE BOARD OF PHARMACY DE- 
FEATS ITS OWN BILL 
By J. G. Munson. 


The bills introduced in the Legisla- 
ture by the request of the California 
State Board of Pharmacy were Nos. 


705, S. B. 611. These bills, after due 


consideration were killed in committee 
or voted down in either the Senate 
or Assembly. | 


Senate Bill 611 consisted of the 


amendments concurred in by a major- 
ity of the Advisory Committee of the 
California Pharmaceutical Association 
and the Board of Pharmacy. This bill 
was reported out of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Public Health and Quaran- 
tine. It was voted on and passed the 
Senate and was referred to Assembly 
Committee on Medical and Dental 


Laws. This committee, before taking 


action, made a thorough investigation 
of the receipts and disbursements of 


the Board of Pharmacy for the past 


three years, finding them to be as fol- 
lows: |

This report was not satisfactory to 
State Controller Nye for the reason 
that an itemized account was not given 
in the reports sent in by the board. He 
then instructed the committee to 


amend Bill 611, so that future reports | 


from the board would contain a de- 
tailed statement to be on record in the 
State Controller’s office for public in- 
spection. The following amendments 
were recommended by the committee: 


6. It shall be the duty of the secretary to | 


‘keep a book of registration open at the city 


of Sacramento, in which shall be entered 
under the supervision of the board the 


names, titles, qualifications and places of’ | 


business of all persons coming under the 
provisions of this act. The secretary shall 
give receipts for all moneys received by 
him, and at the close of each month he shall 
report to the State Controller and at the 
same time shall pay all collections made 
during the preceding month to the State 
Treasurer. Such moneys shall be placed to 
the credit of the contingent fund of the 
State Board of Pharmacy, which fund is 
hereby created. Claims against this fund 
shall be approved by the State Board of 
Pharmacy, and the same shall be paid only 
on warrant of the State Controller. 


5. The Governor shall appoint seven — 


competent registered pharmacists, residing 
in different parts of the State, to serve as a 
board of pharmacy. The members of the 
board shall, within thirty (30) days after 
their appointment, individually take and 
subscribe before the County Clerk in the 
county in which they individually reside, an 
oath faithfully and impartially to discharge 


the duties prescribed by this act. They shall 


hold office at the pleasure of the Governor 
and until their successors are appointed and 
qualified. The office of the board shall 
be located in Sacramento. The board shall 
organize by electing a president and secre- 
tary. The secretary shall not be a member 
of thé board. The secretary shall give a 


satisfactory bond, running to the State of 


California, in the sum of five thousand

dollars, for the faithful discharge of his

please the board, for the reason that 
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they did not give them the right to 
keep all moneys collected in their own 
treasury to be paid out at their pleas- 
ure without an itemized accounting to 
the State Controller. 

The amendments were certainly in 
keeping with good business methods 
and yet they were undoubtedly the 


principal reasons for the board work- 


ing against this bill, which every mem- 
ber of the board was in honor bound 
to support as agreed upon at the joint 
conference of the C. Ph. A. and the 
State Board of Pharmacy. It seems to 
us that the State Board of Pharmacy 


get a change of heart every time an 
amendment is added, whether it has’ 


any merit or not, unless the same be 
proposed by them. 
Senate Bill 611, as amended by the 


Assembly Committee on Medical and 


Dental Laws, was defeated in the 
Assembly on the afternoon of Mon- 
day, March 27th, by a vote of 31 to 
31, forty-one votes being necessary to 
carry any bill. This being the last day 
of the Legislature, we had no time to 
reconsider the vote. Summing up the 
work of the Legislature, we note that 
all of the pharmacy bills were either 
defeated or smothered in committee; 
therefore our present pharmacy law 
will not be changed for at least two 
more years. However, we hope the 
progressive pharmacists will formulate 
a new and up-to-date law, to be pre- 
sented at the next. State Legislature, 
which will convene in 1913. 


THE COLLEGE OF PHARMACY PRE- 
REQUISITE 


By Edward Kremers. 
During the first twenty-five years of 


.pharmaceutical control by the State 


boards of pharmacy, these boards have 
been found wanting, first of all in their 
duty to exercise proper control over 
the medicinal drugs, preparations and 
chemicals sold in drug stores, and, 


secondly, in the low educational stand- 
ard which they adopted. In many a 
State the power to exercise an effec- 
tive control over drugs and medicines 
has already been taken away from 
them. In one State at least a part of 
their power to set a proper educational 
standard has also been taken away 
from the board by specific legisla- 
tion. Unless the State boards of phar- 
macy awaken to the situation they 
will before very long find themselves 
shorn of more power. Indeed they may 
one day find themselves replaced by a 
commission that may be expected to 
see its duty more clearly and to act 
in accordance with a clearer vision. © 
Pharmaceutical legislation has not 
been enacted for the benefit of the drug- 
gist. Such legislation could not have 
stood because it would have been class 
legislation. Pharmacy laws are passed 
for the benefit of the public to be served 
by the pharmacist. The fact that 
State legislatures have permitted 
pharmacists, through the medium of 
the board of pharmacy, to enforce 
such laws, has been in harmony with 
the great democratic principle of home 


rule that has been supposed to govern > 


all statutory enactments. 

Some years ago I pointed out that 
the druggists of this country were in 
danger of losing their professional 
“home rule,’ because their boards of 
pharmacy had failed to exercise such 
control over drugs and medicines as 
the safety and welfare of the public 
demanded. Only a few years later 
such control was.taken away from the 
board in our own State and placed 
with the Food and Dairy Com- 


missioner. Thus pharmaceutical home 


rule to this extent has been lost in this 
State and since then in other states. 
I have since then ventured to prophesy - 
that unless the State boards main- 
tain a higher educational standard 
in their examinations, the druggists 
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of the several states would soon find 


themselves deprived still further of the 


power to control their own affairs. As 
pointed out, the Legislature of New 
York has already compelled the New 
York board to adopt, as a minimum 


standard, graduation from an accredi- | 


ted college or school of pharmacy 
Moreover, it is the educational depart- 
ment of that State which decides what 
colleges and schools may thus be ac- 
credited. If the present tendency 
continues, but little of pharmaceutical 
home rule will be left a generation 
from now. 

The extent to which the druggists 
of this country will be permitted in the 


future to control their own affairs will 


depend entirely upon the unselfishness 
and farsightedness with which they 


live up to the trust now placed in their 


representatives, the State boards, by 
the people and their representatives, 
the legislatures. an 

As to the specific case that is now 
of vital import in California, | believe 


that no college or school of, pharmacy, 
no matter how good it may be, pro- 


vides an education sufficient to guar- 
antee the proper requisite of safety 
and protection to the public. Both 
French and German pharmacists are 
much more highly educated than are 
the best of their American confreéres. 
Yet both France and Germany are not 
quite satisfied with: the educational 
status of their pharmacists. Is it that 
the life, health and happiness of the 


American citizen is worth less than. 


that of France and Germany? 


“Looked at from this point of view, 
the boards of pharmacy should certain- 
ly demand as a minimum, graduation . 


from an_ accredited college, or its 
equivalent, and demand it on the short- 
est notice possible and just. 

I have used the phrase “or its 
equivalent” advisedly. The American 


has a feeling that it might not be fair ° 


play to demand graduation, but to al- 
low the “lad of parts” to carve his 
own way. Catering to this feeling, 
which is laudable in a measure, even 
though it may at times be misplaced, 
I have always recommended that State 
boards outline an examination which 
is fully as rigid as that demanded by 
our better schools and colleges. Grad- 
uates from such schools might then be 


accredited with the theoretical part 


of the examination by the board and 
be requested to submit to practical 
tests only. All others should be com- 
pelled to pass an examination in the 
underlying pharmaceutical sciences 
equal to that demanded at university 
or college from the students before 


| 
graduation. This would do away with 
the criticism of unfairness. It would, 


also, in very short time, compel all 
prospective pharmacists to seek a col- 


lege education, since the drug store 
has become totally inadequate as an 


educational factor to supply the edu- 
cational demands of the modern phar- 
macist. 

The boards of pharmacy, as com- 
monly constituted, could not conduct 
such an examination on the theoreti- 


cal side, but should engage as expert 


educators, duly qualified in their 
special fields. The Food and Dairy 
Commissioners do not examine the 
products passed upon by them, but 
engage chemical experts to do so. Our 
Tax Commission does not go out to 
appraise the property of a> railroad, 
but engages expert railroad engineers 
to do so. Our Railroad: Commission, 


_ which like the Tax Commission is 
composed of men of high standing, 


devoting their entire time to prob- 
lems assigned to them, likewise en- 
gages experts for expert service. On- 
ly our boards of pharmacy, of medical 
examiners, and of dental examiners 
consider themselves competent to do 
their own expert work, although they 
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give but a small fraction of their time 
and attention to their duties. 

Druggists have gotten into the habit 
of grumbling at more legislation be- 
cause it is all against them as they 
see it. 

If the druggists of a State ever 
thought that pharmaceutical legisla- 
tion was intended for their benefit as 
opposed to that of the public, they 
must have had queer notions of dem- 
ocracy. The entire country is aroused 
against special interests, and druggists 
might as well make up their minds 
that they are not a privileged class. 


In many a European state, the phar- 
-macist has enjoyed special privileges, 
e.g. of monopoly, but not for his sake, 


but rather for the sake of fhe public, 
whose interests were best guarded by 
 orotecting the pharmacist against un- 
due competition. The pharmacist has 
always been human, and for the sake 
of protecting the public a paternal 
government has removed as many 
temptations as possible. So in our 
own country. Though pharmaceutical 
legislation is intended for the benefit 
of the public, it need not be harmful 
to the druggist. By restricting the 
number of pharmacists of the future 
by educational restrictions, the future 
pharmacist may be benefited as well 
as the public of which he is a semi: 
official servant. Excessive 
tion in pharmacy is no moré Denehcial 


to the public than it is to the pharmne- 


ceutical practitioner and clerks

PHARMACY IN GREAT BRITAIN 
(By Our London Correspondent) 

The general impression prevails 
abroad that company pharmacy in 
Great Britain is a very profitable busi- 
ness, and, in fact, there are many in 
this country, who have not closely ex- 
amined the finances of pharmaceutical 
co-operations, who think there is a lot 
of money in it. This is not the case 
and in fact if we look into the financial

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Some interesting particulars con- 


cerning the adulteration of foods and 


drugs have recently been published by 
the Government. The total number of 
samples of foods and drugs officially 
analyzed in the year with which re- 
cently published statistics deal was 98,- 
544, an increase of 2,880 samples over 
the number for the year previous; the 
number reported against by public 


analysts was 7,427, which constitutes 


a lower percentage than in any previ- 
ous year. In 1,360 cases prosecution 
was barred because the purchases were 
not attended by the formalities re- 
quired by the sale of food and drugs 
act ; in 2,476 cases the adulteration was 
slight and in. some of these cases a 
caution was given; in 562 cases, for 
various other reasons, the local author- 
ity considered it undesirable that a 
prosecution should be instituted. In 


the remaining 3,235 cases legal pro- 


ceedings were instituted, penalties be- 
ing imposed in 2,408 cases, amounting 
in the aggregate to about $28,000. 

The report of the registrar of the 
Pharmaceutical Society, which will be 
presented at the annual meeting in 
May, is very satisfactory, inasmuch 
as it shows that the membership of 


the society is steadily growing and is, 


in fact, the highest on record, the total 
number being 7,292. The number of 
persons who became qualified as phar- 
macists last year was 407 and the total 
number of names on the Pharmaceu- 
tical Register is 16,292. One of the 
most important duties of the society 


. is to administer the penal clauses of 


the pharmacy acts, and in this con- 
nection no less than 1,836 cases of al- 
leged infringement of these acts were 
investigated last year, and in 273 cases 
proceedings were instituted in the 
courts against offenders. In the ma- 
jority of the cases the offence was 
either that of selling poisons without 


observing the proper precautions as 


to the labeling of;the packages or of 


selling poisons by the hand of an un- 
qualified person. In nearly all the 
cases the society was successful in ob- 
taining penalties. In 78 cases the of- 
fenders were drug-store proprietors, in 
64 cases they were seedsmen who had 
sold such preparations as insecticides 
containing nicotine in an_ irregular 
manner; in 39 cases they were assis- 
tants to seedsmen. These proceedings 
run the society into considerable ex- 
pense towards which the State does not 
contribute. | 

What is likely to become a _ very 
pretty quarrel was begun a short time 
age by the publication of an official 


volume on unqualified medical practice 


in which serious charges were made 


against prescribing chemists. This has 


been followed up by isolated attacks 
on pharmacists by individual medical 
practitioners and the Medical Officer 
of Health for the County of Hamp- 
shire has‘issued a report in which he 


says that in his district chemists are 


the worst sinners in the way of un- 
qualified practice, practically all of 
them selling medicines of their own 
compounding, and giving medical ad- 
vice in connection with various 
diseases, and concerning patients who 
may or may not be present when the 
consultation takes place. “Some of 
these men,” to qudte his own words, 
“are referred to by their misguided pa- 
tients as ‘doctor,’ and make quite a 


considerable income as a result of their > 


trade upon the credulity of the public. 
There is no doubt that in every case 
they are dangerously ignorant, and, of 
course, they are entirely without any 
adequate training which could enable 
them to treat diseases. The fact that 
they have been educated to dispense 
prescriptions that are issued by medj- 
cal men deludes the more i 


among the public, and they appear to 


be quite willing to trade upon that de- 
lusion. Some of the worst kinds of 
quacks of this type issue handbills 
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broadcast, stating that ‘consultations drinking and cooking purposes. This 


: 


and advice are entirely free and un- 
solicited, and occasionally they are 
daring enough to refer on these hand- 
bills in disparaging terms to quack 
remedies.” An attack of this kind is 
certainly not likely to go unanswered, 
and in fact the Council of the Pharma- 
ceutical Society has asked the Govern- 
ment to institute an inquiry into the 


question of dispensing by doctors; so 


there are exciting times before us. 
The proposal to establish a curri- 
culum of study in connection with the 


qualifying examination has been dis- — 


cussed at numerous meetings of phar- 
macists and has not tet with unani- 
mous support. It seems highly prob- 
able that whatever form the curri- 
culum will finally take, it will be a 
much less pretentious affair than many 
pharmaceutical educationists would 
like to see instituted. 


An interesting function took place 


last night when about two hundred 
members of the drug trade assembled 
at a dinner in honor of Mr. W. 5S. 
Glyn-Jones, parliamentary secretary of 
the Pharmaceutical Society, on the oc- 
casion of his election to Parliament. 
[If our London correspondent had 
stated the amount of capital invested 
by Boots, Lewis and Burroughs and 


the other firms mentioned we might be 


able to come to more satisfactory con- 
clusions regarding the profits of the

PURIFICATION OF DRINKING 
WATER 
This subject has within recent years 
received much attention on the part of 
health officers. We cannot, in a brief 
note, discuss the subject fully. We 
wish, however, at the outset, to ex- 
press our condemnation of the gener- 
ally prevalent methods of emptying 
the sewage of our cities and towns in- 
to rivers and lakes and then supplying 
this sewage contaminated water for 


criminal procedure should be stopped 


completely. 


The sedimentation and filtration 
method for removing dirt, sand and 
other coarser particles from the water 
supplies of large cities is practised and 
has been practised for years in many 
of the European cities. This is satis- 
factory as far as it goes, but it does 
not go far enough. The filtering ma- 
terial used (sand, charcoal, etc.) does 
not remove bacteria and other small 
organisms, excepting those which are 
attached to the coarser particles re- 


maining upon the filtering material. 


Furthermore, unless the filter is fre- 
quently changed or sterilized, said fil- 
tering material will become the breed- 
ing place of germs and thus contami- 
nate the water still more. 

Various chemical disinfectants have 
been tried but most of them have 
proven unsatisfactory. for various rea- 
sons. The use of high attenuations 
(I-5,000,000 to I-50,000) of copper sul- 


phate has been highly recommended, 


especially by the U. S. Dept. of Agri- 
culture, and has in many instances 
given excellent results, especially in 
the destruction of low forms of algae 
and protozoa. As a means of destroy- 
ing bacterial life the method is, how- 
ever, not a success. Dr. Kraemer and 
others recommend the use of copper 
plates immersed in the water as a 
means for destroying pathogenic and 
other bacteria, but this method does 
not appear to have met with any gen- 
eral approval. The alum method of 
purifying water has met with con- 
siderable success, but more recently 
the alum-sodium hypochlorite com- 


bination has proven more satisfactory. 


The alum coagulates and precipitates 
the organic impurities and the sodium 
hypochlorite through its electric dis- 
sociation acts as a germ destroyer. 
The coagulated and precipitated or- 
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ganic material holding many of the 
bacteria is then removed by filtration. 

Now there are in use a number of 
methods for producing sodium hypo- 
chlorite by electricity. Some of the 
methods are patented and modifica- 
tions thereof are in use by city water 
purification works, giving excellent re- 
sults. Dr. C. P. Hoover, assistant 
chemist of the Columbus Board of 
Health, has the following to say re- 
garding the process: 

There are two general types of electrolyz- 
ers for dissociating sodium chloride. In one 
the cathodic and anodic products are al- 
lowed to recombine in the main body of the 
electrolyte and in the other, known as the 
diaphragm process, the products are re- 
moved separately from the cell as produced. 

For the production of sodium hypo- 
chlorite the non-diaphragm process has 
been considered best because it dispenses 
with the destructible diaphragms and the 
loss of energy that all such diaphragms 
occasion. 

As previously stated the hypochlorite 
cells differ only in matters of construction 
and may be described as follows: 

The bath is divided into compartments by 
numerous electrodes with small spaces be- 
tween them, through which the salt solu- 
tion is made to circulate. Each set of two 
electrodes becomes a cell, and the vat a 
battery of cells. By adopting this chamber 
arrangement or multipolar electrode ar- 
rangement, hypochlorite electrolyzers can 
be built to utilize almost any current con- 
ditions that are available. For instance, if 
a dynamo of 220 volts and 25 amperes is at 
one’s disposal, 50 electrode plates can be 
employed, forming 49 cells. In each cell there 
will be a tension of 4.5 volts and a current 
of 25 amperes will pass; thus the action of 
a current of 4.5 volts and 1225 amperes will 
be attained. | 

When a direct current of electricity is 
passed through a solution of sodium chlor- 
ide, sodium is liberated at one pole and 
chlorine at the other. The liberated sodium 
reacts on the water breaking it. up into 
hydrogen and hydroxyl ions to form sodium 
hydrate. The sodium hydrate in turn com- 


bines with the chlorine to form sodium 


hypochlorite. (Na O C1.) 

There are, however, many side reactions 
taking place and what actually happens in 
the electrolytic production of sodium hypo- 
chlorite solutions is about as follows: 

| 4 


First, electrolysis of sodium chloride with 
formation of sodium-hydrate, hydrogen and 
chlorine. Second, formation of sodium 
hypochlorite, by action of chlorine on 
sodium hydrate. Third, formation of so- 
dium chlorate by oxidation of sodium hypo- 
chlorite. Fourth, electrolysis of sodium 
hypochlorite and chlorate as soon as they 
begin to be present in appreciable amounts. 
Fifth, the reduction of the sodium hypo- 
chlorite by the action of hydrogen pro- 
duced at the cathode. Here we have the 
electrical energy impressed on the electro- 
lyte first consumed in oxidizing chloride to 
hypochlorite and subsequently reducing it 
again to chloride, the net result being the 
conversion of electrical energy into heat, 
heat favoring the formation of chlorates.

There 
should be_ efficient state boards. of 
health co-operating with the Federal 
department, and there should be efh- 
cient and competent sanitary inspec- 
tors: to look after the water supplies 
of private homes in towns and in the 
country.

Judgment 707—Break-up-the-Grip Tablets 


(manufactured by J. D. Langham, Holley, 


N. Y.)—Misbranded in that the statement 
upon the label to the effect that said 
product “will cure headache in ten minutes,” 
was false because said product could not 
remove the cause of the headache, and could 
not cure headache in ten minutes or in any 
other time, and could not even relieve head- 
aches due to certain causes, such as brain 
tumors, heart disease, uraemia, or meningi- 


tis, said statement conveying a false impres- - 


sion to the public, in that the statement 
above quoted, that the preparation in ques- 
tion “cures colds and grippe in one day” 
was false because said preparation could not 
cure or “kill” colds or the grippe in one 
day, said statement conveying to the public 
the idea that the tablets had a peculiar vir- 
tue in curing colds and the grippe in one 
day, whereas they had no such peculiar vir-

Judgment No. 693—Alleged Drug Cure

each of the bottles of drugs embraced con- 
tained morphine and alcohol and that the 
label thereon failed to bear either a state- 
ment of the quantity or proportion of mor- 
phine or alcohol contained therein or that 
any morphine or alcohol was contained 
therein. 

Judgment No. 694.—Alleged Drug Habit 
Cure. Inman Park Pharmacy, J. F. Kern, 


 Prop., 589 Kirkwood Avenue, Atlantic, Ga. 


Misbranded in that a preparation consist- 
ing in part of morphine was present in said 
drug products, and the labels upon the 
containers thereof failed to bear either a 
statement of the quantity or proportion of 
morphine contained therein, or a statement 
that any morphine was contained therein. 


Judgment 715—Mrs. Gervaise Graham’s 
Cactico Hair Grower (Mrs. Gervaise Gra- 
ham, Chicago, Ill.).—Misbranded in that the 
label bore a statement, design and device 
regarding such article and the ingredients 
and substances contained therein, which was 
false and misleading; in that the label 
stated that the product contained 5 per cent 
alcohol, whereas in truth and in fact, it con- 
tained more than 5 per cent alcohol, to wit, 
5.58 per cent; and in that the label bore 
statements, designs, and devices regarding 
such articles, to wit, “will produce hair on 
bald heads,’ and “stops falling of the 
hair,’ which statements are false and mis- 
leading, in that,the product would not pro- 
duce hair on bald heads, and would not stop 
falling of the hair. The defendant entered 
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a plea of ‘guilty to the above information, 
and the court imposed a fine of $50.00 and

Judgment No. 709—Sherman’s Headache

to, to wit, “Sherman’s Headache Cure,” was 
misleading because said preparation was not 
a cure for headache and because said prep- 
arations could not cure headache or neu- 


ralgia or sleeplessness, for the reason that | 


it could not remove the cause of such in- 
dispositions. 


Judgment No. 708 — Stanley’s Instant

ordered stomach,” was false, in that said 
product could not remove the causes of the 
said indispositions, and could not cure any 
form of headache instantly, or in any period 
of time, and could not even relieve head- 


aches due to certain causes, such as brain 


tumors, uraemia or meningitis, and could 


not cure la grippe or the muscular pains of. 


malaria, said statement conveying a false 
impression to the public; in that the state- 
ment upon the label aforesaid that “each 
tablet contains 27% grs. ascetenloid,’ was 
false and misleading, because said tablets 
constituting the product in question con- 


‘tained acetanilid and not ascetenloid; in 


that the statement upon the label aforesaid 
that the product “contains no injurious 
drugs and is perfectly harmless” was false 
and misleading because said tablets con- 
tained acetanilid and caffein, which are in- 
jurious to the human system, and in that 
the statement upon the printed circular 
above referred to that said tablets are “un- 
excelled in pneumonia” was false and mis- 
leading because said tablets are excelled by 
other remedies in the treatment of pneu- 
monia and because in the ‘treatment of 
pneumonia where there is systematic de- 
pression the use of said product would be 
dangerous to life itself. 


Judgment No. 780, Tilden’s Febrisol—

incorrectly stated. 

Judgment No. 777, Brant’s Soothing 
Balm—(J. W. Brant Co., Albion, Mich.).— 
Misbranded in that the product was an 
alcoholic solution of camphor, oleo-resin of 


capsicum with a trace of sassafras oil and 
water, and that the alcohol present in said 
product was incorrectly stated; in that the 
statements “taken internally or applied ex- 
ternally for all pain, giving instant relief,” 
and “Rheumatism, neuralgia, and all ex- 
ternal pain quickly relieved” borne on the 
above label, are false and misleading be-

Schafer’s Mixed Bacterin.—Dr. August 
Schafer of Bakersfield, California, has dis- 
covered what is presumably a mixed bac- 
terin which is said to be very effective in 


* the treatment of pneumonia, typhoid, blood 


poisoning and rheumatism. It is stated 
that the remedy has been used with success 
in the Southern Pacific, Mt. Zion and St. 
Francis hospitals. Its manufacture is as 
yet practically a secret. In a general way 
it is admitted that a given serum, say for 
pneumonia, is composed of, say 50 per cent 
pneumonic exudate and 50 per cent pneu- 
mococcic bacterin. 

Parke, Davis & Co. are now perfecting 
the remedy and no doubt it will be upon 
the market in a short time. 
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Breaking an Egg with One Hand 


The trick of breaking an egg with one 
hand is something that you should learn 
how to do. It not only gives you speed, 
but shows that you are a workman thor- 
oughly familiar with your business. The 
trick can be acquired with a little practice. 
To do it nicely the hand should be a little 
moist. Hold the egg in the right hand, be- 
tween the forefinger and the second finger 
with the thumb on top. Strike the egg once 
sharply on the rim of the glass to crack 


the shell, then holding it over the glass, 


press down slightly with the thumb, and the 
egg drops out, leaving the shell in the hand. 
While learning to do this, the glass should 
be allowed to stand on the counter, so that 
if you fail the left hand can come to the. 
assistance of the right; but just as soon 
as you know that you can break the egg 
with one hand, then you can hold the glass 
in the other. This saves time, especially 
when you have two or three to prepare at 
once. When you have become proficient 
with the right hand, try the left until you 
can use either or both—Australian Baker. 


To Clean Straw Hats 

Many druggists make a specialty during 
the summer of some product used for 
cleaning straw hats. Properly featured in 
the window and displayed on the showcases, 
it yields, says Modern Pharmacy, a quite 
ready sale. The official solution of hydro- 
gen peroxide makes a good straw hat 
bleach. The hat is sponged with the solu- 
tion, dried and then pressed. Here, how- 
ever, is a formula for a regular specialty: 

Put up a powder containing two drachms 
of either tartaric or powdered oxalic acid. 
Place two powders in an envelope with the 
following directions: 

“Wash the article to be cleaned with soap 
and water. Dissolve the contents of one 
package in two tablespoonfuls of soft water 
and apply with an old tooth brush, rubbing 
well until all stain is removed. Dry with 
a soft cloth. It is best to remove the hat- 
band, but if this is not done, and the band 
is discolored by the cleaner, a little am- 


-_monia water will restore the color.”—Re- 


tail Druggist.

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Pharmaceutical Education in Switzerland. 
—With reference to the question of phar- 
maceutical education which is now being 
discussed in your columns,* I would like to 
mention that in Switzerland University 
studies are of two years’ duration, and will 
likely soon be of two and a half years. But 
that is not all. Before entering apprentice- 
ship, the young pharmacist has to pass the 
Maturity Examination, something like your 
Bachelor of Arts, the same examination as 
every clergyman, lawyer, doctor, etc., must 


go through before his admission at the uni-— 


versity. So the chemist is the equal to 
every other student. Two years later, after 
apprenticeship, we pass another examina- 
tion, the “propedantic,” which gives the 


right to serve as an assistant, and only at 


the end of the two years’ study he is al- 
lowed to go in for the final professional 
examination, conferring the right of man- 
aging a pharmacy. Some of your readers 
may be interested in these details.

PINEAPPLE JUICE AS A VEHICLE 


FOR ESSENCE OF .PEPSIN 
By H. P. Pettigrew 


In a recent issue of the Bulletin of 


the A. Ph. A., in a report of the meet- 
ing of the Nashville branch of the 
A. Ph. A., mention was made of some 


results in the preparation of essence of | 


pepsin. In all these experiments, wine 
of one kind or another was used. The 


writer recently made a small amount 


of the essence of pepsin, N. F., but 
used Dole’s pineapple juice instead of 
wine. 

The result was very fine, the product 
being just right in color and pleasant 
in odor and taste. Furthermore, it 
possessed the very decided advantage 
of a smaller content of alcohol. The 
one objection urged against pepsin 
preparations by physicians is the large 
content of alcohol, and the doctors say 
they use the essence of elixir of pepsin 
more as a vehicle than for its proteoly- 
tic effect. - But if the preparation be 
made with pineapple juice, this objec- 


tion is wiped out and the product 
possesses the additional value of what- 
ever digestive power the juice itself 
may carry. 

If any pharmacist chooses to try this 
experiment, the results will no doubt 
prove of interest. — Bulletin of Phar- 
macy. 


Shorter Hours on Sunday for Fresno 
Drug Clerks 


It has been decided by the various drug 
stores of Fresno to keep a part of Sunday for 
rest and recreation, the store hours being from 
9:30 in the morning to 6 P. M., whereas the 
former hours were from 8 A. M. to 10 P. M. 
This proposition has been one which has 
been talked of for a year or two past, but 
heretofore the various houses could not 
agree upon it. Last week one of the drug 
clerks went around to the different pharma- 
cies and presented a petition which pleased 
all so well that they signed immediately. In 
opening the stores a little later and closing 
them a little earlier in the evening on Sunday, 
the drug clerks will be enabled to have a por- 
tion of a holiday, and their evenings at least, 
whereas the way conditions were before they 
had to work during the evening. | 

Next Sunday will be a sort of trial day with 
the drug stores, under the new hours, and 
if the new plan seems to be successful, then 
the same hours will continue for each Sunday 
following. 

There will be no night clerk on duty for 
the general public. Doctors always know 
where to find a clerk if the occasion neces- 
sitates the immediate procuring of ‘medicine, 
but as a general rule, if anyone is extremely 
ill, he will not call up the drug: store for aid, 
rather would he call a physician, who would 


have the necessary medicine for immediate 
aid.

The following article well illustrates 
the reprehensible actions of certain 
nostrum manufacturers, and to what 
ends they will go to villify and mis- 
represent the pharmacist to gain their 
own nefarious ends. 

It was a sorry day for pharmacy 
when these irresponsible and money- 
greedy manufacturers first prevailed 
upon the physician and pharmacist to 
have aught to do with their unscien- 
tific and worthless compounds. 

We hope, however, that the present 
progressive fight for standard and offi- 
cial medical preparations will receive 


an added impetus on account of the

“If you have a remedy which occasionally 
gives rise to untoward effects and irritation, 
and if you are afraid that on account of these 
untoward effects and irritation some physi- 
cians might discontinue its use, you have an 
easy way of getting around the difficulty. 


Send a circular to the physicians notifying 


them, that whenever they have unpleasant 
results with your preparation, it is due to 
the substitution by the druggist of an in- 
ferior product. 


Contemptible Tactics

been adopted. by the manufacturers of Argy- 


‘rol. As is well known to every experienced 


physician, Argyrol, while generally non- 
irritating, does sometimes—either on account 
of a hypersusceptibility in the patient, or on

Freezing Ice Cream 

As in everything else connected with the 
fountain, absolute cleanliness of all appar- 
atus is imperative. ‘When a batch of ice 
cream has been made, all cans, paddles and 
other utensils used must at once be thor- 
oughly cleansed and dried. And before be- 
ing again used they should be scalded with 
hot water. 

Where electric power can be had, the op- 
eration of freezing is a comparatively easy 
one, and the labor is reduced to a minimum, 
The selection of a freezer must depend up- 
on the needs of your business and manu- 
facturers will be glad to furnish you with 
estimates of their various kinds of freezers. 

The first important thing is the freezing 
mixture. The quickest results are obtained 
by using one pound of coarse rock salt to 
each 6 pounds of ice. The ice should be 
broken up in small pieces; for the smaller 
the pieces the quicker will they melt. The 
ice and salt should also be well mixed. 


The Theory of Freezing 
The theory of freezing is very simple. 


The mixture of salt and ice produce cold 


while “melting,” the warmth of the ice 
cream mass being responsible for the “melt- 
ing.” It is a transposition of heat and 
cold. The finer the particles of ice and salt 
and the more rapid the turning, the quicker 
the freezing. At the beginning of the 
freezing it-is- best, however, to run the 
machine slowly, until the mixture begins to 
freeze. : 

The freezer tub should have a hole about 
two inches below the top of the can, to 
allow the escape of brine. The hole should 
always be open, to guard against any of 
the brine getting into the cream. 

When everything is ready, put the can 
in the tub, being careful that the bottom 
of the can fits into the socket of the tub. 
Then pour in the cream mass, adjust the 
cover properly and tighten all connections. 
Then pack in the well mixed ice and salt 
. mixture and begin turning. Keep adding 
the ice and salt mixture until the freezer 
is full and the-can completely covered. 

The time required for freezing a two 


gallon batch is about ten minutes, and for | 


a five gallon batch about fifteen minutes. 


Do not freeze the cream too hard, nor — 


-must.you stop before it is firm. | Experi- 
ence alone will indicate when to stop. 


Expansion to be Reckoned With 


As the ordinary ice cream mass expands 
considerably during the freezing process, 
the can must never be filled with it. This 
expansion amounts to about 35 per cent, 
hence the can should never be filled more 
than three-fourths full. In fact, the best 
results are obtained by filling the can only 
half. 


When the process is finished, remove the 


paddle and scrape off the cream adhering 


to it. For this purpose, use a wooden. 
spoon or a wooden scraper. Never use any 
other instrument except one made from 
wood for this purpose, otherwise some of 
the metal substance from the paddle will 
be scraped off into the cream and contam- 
inate it. 

~The cream should now be removed from 
the can and transferred to an extra con- 
tainer in your ice cream cabinet and al- 
lowed to harden. 


Two Good Egg Drinks 


Egg Tonic.—This is a very nutritious 
drink and should become very popular: 


Mix the egg, cream and syrups in a 
heavy mixing glass, add one ounce of plain 
water and enough shaved or cracked ice 
to fill the glass about three-fourths. Shake 
thoroughly and strain into a 12-oz. glass 
and fill the latter with carbonated wa- 
ter, using the coarse stream. Powdered 
nutmeg may be added to id off if de- 
sired. 


Egg Special—A finely flavored 
drink; this is always a repeater:

Proceed the same as for egg tonic (see 
above), but omit the plain water. Fill 
glass with carbonated water, using the fine 
stream principally—N. A. R. D. Notes.

INDUSTRIAL VISITS BY STUDENTS 
OF THE CALIFORNIA COLLEGE 
OF PHARMACY. 


Leading modern educators recog- 
nize the importance of the proper in- 
termingling of theoretical and prac- 
tical learning. Book learning is in- 
deed valuable, and book learning com- 
bined with practical laboratory work 
is all important, but even this is not 


all. The finishing touches are given , 


in the world of actual. experience, 
Recognizing the importance of such 
practical experience, the California 


College of Pharmacy each year ar- 


ranges.a number of visits to chemical 
houses, laboratories, etc., for the pur- 
pose of giving students an opportunity 


to make observations in the work of 
life. Not that these visits are sup- 
posed to teach the students the details © 


of the large enterprises in operation, 
rather to give a bird’s-eye view, as it 


were, of what is going on and. how 
things are done. ‘These visits convey 
information which it is absolutely im-. 


possible to get from books, from the 


college laboratories, no matter how 


well equipped; or from the drug store, 
no matter how large or how well con- 


ducted. 
- For the year 1911, the following 


places were visited, under the direction 

of the Department of Pharmacognosy 

of the California College. 

The United States Quarantine Station of 
| Angel Island 


The entire Senior Class and the Post 


Graduate Class, including a number 
of friends of the Alumni, went on 
board the Government tug “Argonaut,” 
where they were received by Dr. 
Terry. On the trip across the Bay 


to the Quarantine Station, Dr. Terry 


gave the students a talk on the in- 
side regulations of quarantine work. 
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etc... 


He defined the six quarantinable 
diseases, namely, bubonic plague, 
smallpox, leprosy, Asiatic cholera, 
typhus and yellow fever, and explained 
what countries were kept under special 
observation regarding these several 
quarantinable diseases. He explained 
also the manner of boarding vessels, 
inspecting passengers, ship disinfec- 


Upon arriving at the Quarantine 
Station on Angel Island, the student 
body was received by Dr. Trotter, off- 
cer in charge, who took them through 
the station in the same order that a 
ship’s crew might be taken in case 
some quarantinable disease had been 
found on board, explaining the meth- 
ods of disinfection as it applies to 
clothing and other personal effects, 
and the method of segrating the well 
and the sick. 

_ The pharmacist of the station gave 


a short talk on the work of the phar- 


macist in the Navy and in the United 


States Public Health and Marine Hos- 
pital Service. He explained that in 
order to get appointment in the service 
it was necessary to be a high school 
graduate, as well as a graduate from a 
college of pharmacy recognized by the 
board of examiners. 

Of special interest were the enor- 
mous disinfecting cylinders into which 
trucks on wheels, loaded with the 
clothing and personal effects ,of pas- 
sengers and crew, were run. The in- 


side diameter of each cylinder is seven 
feet, the length is about eighty feet. 


After being closed, steam is applied 


to the outside double wall jacket and 


finally live steam 1s forced through the 
inside of these enormous cylinders 
after a partial vacuum had been crea- 
ted in order to take sure that live 
steam would find its way into the 
meshes of clothing. | 

After admiring the beautiful loca- 
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tion of the Quarantine Station, which © 
was indeed so attractive that many 
expressed regret in not being retained 
in quarantine, the quarantine tug was 
again boarded and a visit made to the 
derelict warship “Omaha,” anchored in 
the bay and used for purposes of ship 
disinfection. Any vessel requiring 
disinfection which contains in its hold 
any inflammable substance, is_ run 
alongside the “Omaha.” Sulphurous 
acid is generated by burning sulphur 
in special containers on the upper deck 
of the “Omaha” and the fumes con- 
ducted into the hold of the vessel to be 
disinfected by means of pipes. 

This concluded the inspection of the 
quarantine work at the San Francisco 
station, which is considered one of the 
most important stations in the United — 
| 

On the return trip to San Francisco 
the student body expressed their ap- 
preciation of the visit by an “QOski, 
Wow Wow” for everybody, Dr. Trot- 
ter, Dr. Terry, the pharmacist, and the 
captain of the “Argonaut” in par- 
ticular. 


‘United States Custom House and Ap- 


praiser’s Store 
On Tuesday, April 4, as many of the 
Senior Class as could be relieved from 
duty, and the post graduate class, 


visited the Pure Food and Drug Lab- 


oratory’ of San Francisco, located 


in the Custom House, where Mr. F. D. _. 


Merrill, chemist, explained the meth- 
ods of chemical food testing, which 
was listened to ‘with great interest. 
Next, Dr. J. H. Dawson, assayer of 
drugs of the Treasury Department, 
explained the methods of assaying ores 
for gold and silver, examining drugs, 
testing fruits for the percentage of 
sugar, and explained the general meth- 
ods of the chemists in the Treasury 
Department in assisting in the classi- 
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fication of dutiable imports. Mr. C. 
- Toohy, tea examiner of the port of 


San Francisco, gave a brief talk on 


teas, and explained the standardization 
of teas in the United States. A tea 
commission appointed by the President 
selects the standards, which are as- 
signed to the several tea examiners at 
the several ports of entry and which 
serve to them as guides in determining 
what grades shall or shall not be al- 
lowed entry. This talk with demon- 
stration was listened to with great in- 
terest. | 

The general examining floor was 
inspected. The method of arranging 
and classifying the articles to be in- 
spected was explained. Workmen 
open the various containers, where- 
upon the examiners make a careful in- 
spection of articles contained therein 
and decide whether or not the goods 
are listed and -priced according to the 


invoice accompanying the imports. If 


satisfactory, the workmen again close 
the containers very carefully, where- 
upon they are ready to be delivered to 
the importers. 

The San Francisco port receives 
enormous shipments of goods from 
Japan, China and other Oriental coun- 
tries with lesser shipments from 


_European countries and from Central 


America and Mexico. .

Cutter Biological Laboratory, Berkeley,

Lecture and Exhibit 


oe the morning of April 7, Mr. FE. 
A Weck, one of the oldest and best” 
known wholesale drug dealers of the 
Pacific Coast, gave a talk to the entire 
student body at the California College 
of Pharmacy.

Low Cost Carbonators Mark a New Era 
in Soda Water Dispensing 

Now that the cost of carbonators has been 
brought down to the neighborhood of $100 
there is no longer any excuse for a soda dis- 
penser buying his soda water in tanks, be- 
cause the proprietor of even a very small 
soda water business can save the cost of his 
carbonator in a very few weeeks of active 
dispensing.
